NEW YOHK, Sept. 15 —Chauncey M. 


Depew returned home yesterday on 
the Amerisan line steamer New York, 
and announced positively that he 
would not be a candidate for governor 
of the state of New York. Mr. Depew 
said that it was too late in the day for 
him to think about the nomination. 
It had been offered him, he said, be- 
fore he went away, and he had at that 
time declined to run. He felt that it 
would be unfair for him at this time, 
only three days from the time of the 
convention, to come into the field, when 
others had remained at home and 
made their canvass with the under- 
standing that he was not to be a can- 
didate. 


The fact that the New York broke 


her record sadly interfered with the 
plans made by the friends of Mr. De- 
pew. 
Invitations had been sent out to 


over 500 friends to go down the bay on 
a steamer to welcome him home. The 
steamer was to leave at ft o'clock 
this morning, to meet the New 
York 
at 
Quarantine and take 


Mr. 
Depew 
on 
board. As soon, 


however, 
as the 
New York re- 


ported off Fire Island last evening a 
few of his friends got on board the 
stoain tug Chauncey M. Depew anfl 
rusbed down the bay to meet him. 
John H. Starln went down the bay in 
the tug William H. Vanderbilt. At 
Quarantine he boarded the quarantine 
boat and went down the bay with Dr 
Jenkins and the boarding officers. 


The New York was met by the quan- 


antine boat Flower about three miles 
below the quarantine station. 


As soon as the Flower made fast 


alongside the New York the Chauncey 
M. Depew made fast to the. Flower 
Mr. Depew then tried to get on to the 
tug. He found the ship's ladder, which 
was thrown overboard from the New 
York, and 
which Mr. Starin had 


ran up like a sailor, too slippery, and 
finally a plank was laid from the up- 
per deck of the Flower to the lower 
deck of the New York. Then Mr. De- 
pew sat down on the plank, and in the 
manner in which small boys slide down 
a cellar door Mr. Depew made his re- 
entry into this country. It was not dig- 
nified, but, as he said, "he got there 
just the same." 


As soon as he was comfortably seated 


in his tug Mr. Depew began talking 
about his experience abroad. He said 
however, that he did not mind talking 
a little politics. He said: 


"I do not know the situation here 


very well because as a rule the foreign 
papers are not interested in American 
politics." 
"Mr. Depew, many people are anx- 


iously waiting to know if you will run 
for governor. 
Can't you say some- 


thing in regjurd to that?" 


"Well," said he, "the situation is just 


this: 
Before I went away I was 


waited on by a committee which was 
practically composed of both local fac- 
tions and offered the nomination. I 
was told that if I would stay at home 
and make the canvass there would be 
no other candidate named. I consid- 
ered the matter very carefully at that 
tune and decided that I did not care to 
run. 
I l*ad no ambition to change my 


occupation, for I was very comfortable 
as I was."

ridge fired his last gun here yesterday 
afternoon in the shape of the most sen- 
sational speech of the campaign, and 
several hundred of his stanch hus- 
bandry filled, together with a large 
number of Owens and Settle men, the 
local opera house. 


He said this campaign had been 


marked by the most boundless enmity 
vrhtch had ever conspired to destroy a 
man in American politics.

THE MYSTERY DEEPENS. 


Jobnxm't Own Story Throw* Doubt Upon 


the Report of HI* Kldnaptn* 


EVAKSVUAE, Ind., Sept. 15.—Paul 


Johnson's wife lives here, but the fact 
of his disappearance was kept very 
quiet, and was not even reported to 
the police. According to his story, he 
left here early in February for Louis- 
ville, Ky., to see about some property 
over which there is a dispute. He says 
he was enticed into a house-boat and 
tak«n to Memphis by three men un- 
known to him. At the mouth of the 
Mississippi river, he says, he was put 
on a schooner. 
He was threatened 


with death several times, and could get 
BO statement from the men as to what 
they intended doing with him. 


On July eth he says he attempted to 


escape. As he was crawling under th* 
canvas ready to spring into the water 
to swim to some men in a yawl he was 
discovered and hit in the chest with a 
harpoon and badly injured. He states 
that he was also shot in the bowels and 
then thrown overboard. The Bouse 
brothers, in the yawl, distant relatives 
of Johnson, rescued him and got up a 
purse to send him here. He refuses to 
allow a physician to examine him. 
His story of kidnaping is regarded 
here as a fake

creases; the iron manufacture greatly 
expands its output; shipments of shoes 
continue large, and cotton goods still 
advance a little. In some directions 
the postponed business has about spent 
itself, and less active trade results, 
while the net increase has not been 
much more than it usually seen in 
passing from August to September. 
In comparison with last year the in- 
come is 7.0 per cent, in volume of clear- 
ings, while in comparison with Sep- 
tember, 1893, the decrease is 25.7 per 
cent Railroad earnings in September 
thus far reported are 1.8 per cent, less 
than last year, but 15.5 
per cent, less 


than in 1892, and the tonnage compar- 
ison shows substantially the same re- 
cult 


The country has now passed nearly 


three weeks under the new tariff, and 
all admit that changes have been of 
leas importance as yet than was ex- 
pected. If in some branches business 
has materially increased, it has gained 
little or has fallen off In others. Loss 
in some directions is explained by crop 
reports, for the most favorable esti- 
mate of experts puts the loss of corn at 
about 400,000,000 bushels, whereas the

B«t U Her Story I* True, She Can Hardly 


be Accused of Harder. 


PATEESON, N. J., Sept. 14.—Mrs. Pato 


Fortensa, wife of one of the five Ital- 
ians arrested last Sunday evening for 
the murder of Salvator d'Elia, ap- 
jeared at the poliae station test night 
and gave herself up as the slayer of 
d'Elia. At the hearing this morning 
before Recorder Stewart she stated 
that d'Elia had been following her for 
some time, and fearing that he might 
assault her when alone In the house 
she armed herself with a knife. She 
said that last Sunday evening d'Elia 
followed her into the cellar, caught 
tier by the throat, and while attempt- 
ing to drag her to the floor she plunged 
the knife into his breast. 


At an early hour this morning Mrs. 


Fortensa took Detective Charles Ma- 
fee over the route which she pursued 
after the murder and brought him to a 
clump of bushes in the old abandoned 
Baptist burying ground, where she had 
placed the knife that did the deadly 
work. The five men accused of tho 
murder will be held as witnesses. 


DIED LIKE AN INDIAN, 


Elocution, by Shooting, of Enoch Darin, 


the Wife-Murderer. 


LEBT JUNCTION, Utah, Sept. U.— 


Enoch Davis, the wife-murderer, died 
at 10.45 this morning with six rifle 
balls in his breast. About thirty of- 
ficers and reporters were present at the 
execution, but no minister. 


At 10:40 he was placed in a chnir- 


wlth a plank at the back. The peni 
tentiary doctor pinned a prescription 
blank with a black mark over the 
heart. Davis was given liquor and 
strapped down. He protested, as he 
said he wanted the sharpshooters out 
in plain sight instead of in a tent as 
they were, and he said he did not want 
to die like an Indian 


At 10:43 
the marshal cried: "Make 


ready; take aim; fire." Six shots rang 
out. and Davis moved slightly, and at 
10 45 gasped faintly. The doctor said 
It was only a contraction of the mus- 
cles, Death was practically instan- 
taneous. Four balls pierced the paper, 
two at the side and one ball pierced 
the black mark. 


BURNING FORESTS. 


Another Kxkeuiv* Jorert Fire Reported

MimntAPOLH, Minn., Sept. 14.—News 


of extensive forest fires was received 
here to-day from Kirby Barnum, who 
has returned from a dangerous trip 
down the Thief river, which adjoins 
the Eed Lake Indian reservation. 
Half of his journey was made between 
flaming trees. The fire hascrossed the 
Thief river and levelled the forest to 
width of dxty miles. His boat caught 
fire several times. He met many small 
parties of Indians in danoes fleeing 
from the fire and there has probably 
been much la** of life. The fire was 
started by a man who wanted to get 
some hay land from tha government,

The opinion of the trade 


does not favor the official estimate, and 
the price has not risen at all during 
the week, though receipts have been 
very small; exports have practically 
ceased, and all realize that the shrink- 
age of 400,000,000 bushels is serious, if 
it proves no greater, since it must »f» 
feet prices of meats for a year or more. 
Pork is unchanged, but lard has risen 
30 cents per 100 pounds. 


Nor are official reports as favorable 


to wheat. Western receipts in two 
weeks have been 11,184,687 bushels, 
against 10,074,761 last year, and Atlan- 
tic exports only 2,074,790, against 
6,106,562 last year, and the price is one- 
half cent lower. Considerable injury 
is officially reported to cotton, but few 
expect less than, 8,500,000 bales, which 
is more than enough and the price is a 
sixteenth lower. 


The great increase in iron produc- 


tion, which was noted as following the 
removal of coke difficulties, is meas- 
ured by the capacity of furnaces in 
blast September 1, namely 181,113 tons, 
against 115,356 August 1, and the un- 
sold stocks also decreased 35,584 tons 
during the month. The output thus 
rises to 80 per cent, of a full produc- 
tion, but the consumption may be less, 
as the main increase in output was 
near the end of August, and prices 
have since weakened a little, bessemer 
iron to 11.40 at Pittsburgh, while grey 
forge sells at 6 95 Barbed wire is a

Shipments of shoes from Boston in 


two weeks have been 168,915 cases, 
against 108,450 last year, and in low- 
priced goods the market has not been 
as bare for years, while purchases 
from stocks or for quick delivery re- 
flect depletion of stocks and consum- 
ing demands. 


Less activity is seen in dry goods, 


the rush of postponed business having 
abated, and there is more disposition 
to defer purchases because of some- 
what general advances in cotton goods, 
and because London wool sales are ex- 
pected to make the outlook clearer. 
Strikes in cotton mills have not ceased, 
and stocks of print cloths shrink rap- 
idly; but some question whether re- 
cent advances In prices can be main- 
tained, with important additions to the 
present force. There is still a fair 
business for speedy delivery in wool- 
ens, and for cheaper grades of spring 
goods, but scarcely anything is done 
in the finer grades. About half the 
usual business in the aggregate has 
been done, it is estimated, but about 
three-quarters in the cheaper grades. 


Sales of wool have been 8,355,900 


pounds in two Weeks, against 5,647,000 
last year and 16,438,800 in 1802. The 
markets are easier and lens active, all 
waiting for the London sale. 


Speculation in stocks has been tame, 


the public being indisposed to sell, 
while crop prospects and unsatisfac- 
tory earnings hinder any movement by 
operators. London has sold a little, 
but the average for railroad stocks has 
advaneed during the week SO cents per 
share, while trout stocks declined 68
